President Wilson’s speech ia con- | 
gress, it wag asserted, has given a 
remarkable impulse to democratic — 
peace ideas in the whole nation. In- — 
dustrial chaos of. more than mere 
local nature .is reported. Grievous 
differences have developed between 
Emperor Karl and the Pan- German 
leaders. 

The kaiser, it was declared, is try- 
ing te smooth out these disagree- 
ments by supporting Foreign Minis- 
ter von Kuehlmann against Von Bue- 
low, who is violently hated in Aus- 
tria. . 

The Corriere D'Italia, the vatican 
organ, declared positively today: 

“We are facing a true Austrian pro- 
nouncement against Ludendorff, Hoff- 
man and German imperialism.” 

Evidence of Austria-Hungary’s bit- 
ter opposition to the junker annexa- 
tionist plans is accumulating in score 
of reports seeping across the Austrian 
Swiss border and béing - received 
here., Austrian newspapers do not. 
hesitate violently to attack General — 
Hoffman- or Prince Von. Buslow him- 
self for imperialistic plans and for 
their acquiésence in the schemes of 
the German junkers. Strikes are 
spreading throughout the dual mon- 
archy, due not only to demand for 
food but to the people’s opposition to 
continuance of the war purely te sat- 
isfy militarist and junker clues.

Sailor guards closed the 
assembly at four o’clock in the morn: 
ing and a decree of dissolution will be 
issued, the official statement says. The 
text reads: 

“When the constituent assembly 
voted against the declaration wade 
by the president of the central execu- 
tive eommittee after an hour’s de- 
liberation, the bolsheviki left the hall 
and were followed by the social revo- 
lutionists of the left on the assembly's 
showing its unwillingness to approve 
the manner in which the peace pour- 
parlers were being conducted. At four 
o'clock the constituent assembly was 
dissolved by sailors. .A decree dissolv- 
ing the assembly will sh published.” 

| Tauride Palace Closed. 

The first hint the- newspaper 
received that extreme measures 
contemplated was at six o'clock, 
they were ‘informed that the Tauride 
palace, where. the assembly began its 
sessions. would be closed to the mem- 
bers of the assembly, to the newspaper 
men and to everyone else.
